i London, August 6th— Tho negoti- 
ations which have been going on bo> 
tweon the English and American Gov- 
ernments in relation to the Alabama 
claims have terminated in tho an- 
nounoed determination ot Lord Stan- 
ley, Minister of Foreign Affairs, to 
submit tho whole matter to Parliament 
at thia session. It is thought tho 
Derby Government would not bo 
averse to tho plan whieh has been 
hinted at of sottling those demands by 
a cossiou of llritish American terri- 
tory, if outstanding claims of British 
subjects against tho United Slates do 
not prove sufiiciont. Tho matter is 
freely comracntod on by the press, and 
tho desire generally expressed tiiai a 
settloinont should bo had as soon as 
possible in view of tho imnunoi;00 of u 
European war. 

London, August 6 — Tho lieforni bill 
was last night passed by the liouso id 
Lords with important amendments, 
raising the suffrage qualifications and 
providing for a eysiem of minority 
i eprosentation. It is believed that tho 
House of Commons will refuse to cou- 
cur in these amendnr,onts, and that the 
peers will be compelled to adopt tho 
bill substantially as it was proaenled 
to them. 

Bj:ulin, August 7— 'i'he North Gcr- 
mnn Barliament will moot on -JTth ui 
Augu.it. Tho Jving'a speech is looked 
for with great anxiety, as it i'^ ex- 
pected to vindicate tho policy of Trus- 
eui in her new oomplioations with 
France. 

London, August G — A de6j)atch rc^ 
coived at the Foreign Ollico from Col* 
Merriwother, British Commercial 
Agent at Aden, states that information 
had reached him that Major Cameron, 
British Consul at Mossowah, and tho 
British subjeots who have been im- 
prisoned for somo years by King Theo- 
dore of Abyssinia, have been at lust 
released by him, a formidublo rebellion 
having rendered him fearful of throat" 
eaed invasion by a British force. 

London, August 7 — Advices from 
Berlin slate that tho utmost energy 
is being manifctod in preparations 
lor war, whieh aro being liurriod for- 
ward. Tho French Chassepot gun, 
which had boon rejected by tho L^ius- 
sian Government, is Leiiiji tested by a 
board of experionceil Prussian olliceris, 
and it is believed that it will bo intro- 
duced to some extent in the army.

Gnat Britain and Russia.

Wo are now beginning to witness one 
of the most remarkable results of the 
great Ciimenii War. Russia was headed 
back by the \\'e.=-terii Powers in her nt- 
tenipl to expand herself towards. tho 
South West. Tho consolidation of Ger- 
many under Prnssia, ond wOv moy add, 
tho fusion of Austria and Hungary into 
one Fedoiai I'mpii'o, seoin to bar her 
advance in a westerly dire-clion ; but she 
Ims now foinid in Central Asia that fiuld 
Tor her siiiierabinuliint energies which 
n higher civilizaiion has prevented 
her from obtaining on the soil of Europe. 
Stunned, exhausted, and [jaralyzed for a 
while by the fearful conlliet against 
P'rancc and England, distracted and di- 
vert cd from schemes of remote ambition 
by tho desperate! and hopeless insurrec- 
tion of Poland, lUi.isia has now recovered 
her old aspirations and her old military 
energy, and seom.s at last about to occupy 
that wild and half known control plateau 
of Asia, the cradle of tho foremost 
families of tie; hniiiaii race. ft is very 
probalile t'uit she is about to avenge on 
the tyrant of 13okhara the murder of 
Stoddart and Conolly, and to establish a 
Christian domination oven in the heart of 
the most raiiiiMcal city of 1 slain. Is'ot 
only so ; she has laniiehed a steam flotilla 
oil the rv'iiiotn waters of Lake Aral, has 
pciictriite'l to tlie .Jaxartes, and is survey- 
ing, with very good siiceesr', tho waters of 
the Oxus, 

This iiitelligeneo lias boon roganled in 
p]ii;vlaiid and in India with very dill'ereut 
IVeliic^s. Car ' ieoyr;!|)hieal t^oeiety has 
awarded its golil medal to tho Iliissian 
Admiral v.ho has explored these remote 
waters, ami lii.s liealtli has been given 
Willi iiiue'i well deserved eoinplimcnl and 
ei)inineiebitiHH at the aiiniversiiry dinner 
of tilt' Soeiely. On the otlipr lianil, if we 
are to j nd;40 by tlie tone of our Indian 
Correspoiideneo, tliebc advances of lliHsia 
into the heart of Asia aro rcgankd in 
Culcutla and TSorabay with undisguised 
mieasiiie?s and apiirclien.sion. An outcry 
is raised against that [loliey of non intcr- 
veiitioii wi'ieh kee[)S lis (piictaud iimctivc 
wiiib. siic'i things Hie going on. it is 
poialeil out tliiil lliissia will soon bo at 
Iv kli ;ra and Sauiarcand ; tliat what is 
called ' governmont' in Central Asia is 
almost ill a state of dissolution ; that 
l.hokara is in the liaiaJs of I ho invadere ; 
lliiiL Persia is IVeble and submissive ; that 
.Afghani -tail is, iis usual, a prey to anarcliy 
ami civil war and all the miseries ot a 
disputed succession. It is said that the 
Russian outposts arc pushed within 300 
miles of our frontier, and we are nskod 
liiiw long wo mean lo t"lerate a state of 
things so full of danger an l discredit. 
Tlio mo;.l gloomy prof.',iii)slieatioiis iiro 
hazarded ; iniogiiinry hosts aro poured 
through the passes of tbo Himalaya into 
the Punjab ; Peshawnr becomes tho basis 
of operatijiis for n countless army of 
European inve.ders and Asiatic^ auxiliaries, 
and .SOI lie wb. re about the ]'lace where 
I'oriis nsisted the' invasion of Alexander 
a great baltlois to be fought, in which 
the Anglo-Indian Empire is to fall, never 
to rise again. 

Ill cniipaiiiiLr the two vieu's that have 
be.' ii taiii ii i^f ilii.s hiihjeet, wf are happy 
to rimec ciur-;ilvi\s on the side of Sir Kod- 
erick .M art M.-oii and the (leooraphical 
, .^oeit'ty, and af^'airist, those Indian seers 
who can find nothing hut evil in the great 
events whieh thrcn Ion at- last to give a 
history to Central .-Vsia. It seems to ns 
qiiile t inuj now, when a luiropi'ii n race 
has fairly oeeiipied the v.liolu continent 
of North America, when llie Amazon is 
iiavigiited by steamers, and South Anierica 
attained to the dignity of carrying on a 
war tho slaughter and duration of which 
are rjMiie worthy of Mnropean precedents, 
thit Crelral Asia slioiild be re-.eue-d IVoni 
liie ihiikiiev; wliic'i has brooded on it from 
the earliest peiio I of history. As for 
any d.inger from a llii.ssinn invasion, we 
not inclined to attach the least importance 
to it. In the first place, is such an en- 
ti.'rprise ]i,is-ible '.' Cet any one consider 
tie.' (lislaiiei; v,-|iicli srpaiMti'S India, iirit 
iVmii ihi' 111 iiie-t oiiipo-t, but from the 
r.ai Mais o! r.as-iaii power. The climate 
of the iiiteriiiL'diate region is severe in 
v.iutcr, and intolerably hot in summer. 
Tho neighborhood of the Caspian Sea is 
f xceedin'riy niiliealiliy. I'ood is scarce. 
There nre no roads. Populaiion is scan- 
ty. 'I'hero ar(.' imi'.-.nirrable natural 
obsirieles ivliieli |i!(|.; -aigu^i'st themselves 
tu the iiiind of a qiii;,t cili/.en who has 
ncner penetrated beyond the liraita of civ- 
ilization. How is the artillery, how is tho 
comniissarlat of a gr^'at army to ')e (!on- 
veyetl acro.^s the-c trackless wilds 
IIov.' are r(iii!'orceiiieiits lo be furwardeil':' 
^Ve know : oiiietiiin;{ of tho risk that 
armies run in tlie.se ic;;ions from the ex- 
perience of the Kussians themselves in 
their fatal expedition to Khiva, where an 
iiriiiy pol ished almost without .seeino the 
face of an cneiiiy. But admit, coiiil'arv 
to al! e:c|e I'ia'ion, that tliesti iliiTie'iillies 
ore' 1 j'innij ilia III ly o',-i i'eonie, that by some 
iiiikuown ne'aiis the fiinils are [loovidtd 
tor an expedition so long and so cosily, 
tliat all the apiiliances of modern war- 
fare have been transported, by an uik'.v- 
ninpled cllort of cin rgy and daring, to the 
fo( it of the vast moiiiitiui s which divide 
Iiiilin froiii ('','iitral Asia, — even then the 
dillieullin:; have hardly begun.

The Btntc.sinaii 
who direct her counsels know well that she 
has work before her far nioro Iciiptin!;- 
than grasp" at a prize like India, which, 
oven if she succeeded in sei/.ing it, she 
could not, without the control of the bch 
and the possession of inuch greater re- 
sources than she now has, hope to hold. 
It is quite in her power, if she chooses, 
patiently and gradually to occupy the 
vast regions of Central Asia, and., to ex- 
tend her i)ower and her connneroo over 
the whole of the region that stretidics 
from the Caspian Sea to the frontier of 
China, and from the Alt-.d iMonntaiiis to 
the llimidiiyas. Her troops can bo bet- 
tor employed in pacifying the wild tribes 
that wander over those imraenso tracts 
than in cintending with the clim- 
ate and armies of liulia, with the moun- 
tain tribes and the deliles of Cabul in their 
rear. For ourselves, wo have no wish 
that this large portion of the earth's 
surface shoidd remain for ever the haunt 
of serai-barbarous nomads. The Russian 
typo of civilisation, though not of a very 
high order, is infinitely [irEferable lo any 
thing that has existed iii tln'se eouiitries 
within historical memory. We have, v.-e 
lielicvn, everything to jiiiin and notliiiij; 
to lose by a change which shall establish 
somo approach to pence and order in 
Ontral Asia. Tho two causes that most 
impede trade — the liigotry of the Coveri;- 
ineiit and the iiiseenrit.y of life iiinl pro- 
perty — may be evpceled to disappear 
lielore the adviuice of a I'hiropean Govern- 
ment. A railway, it is said, is about 
shortly to connect the Black and Caspian 
Seas, and through that inlet the nier- 
cliandise, the inanncrs, and the religion 
of Purope may lind an eiilraiau' into the 
very heart of the Ivist. Al any rale, we 
(.lisclaiin for ourselves in Asia as well ns 
in Europe llint narrow poliey with whieh 
we have so ofi en reproached iM. '1 biers. 
\Ve do not view with dislike or ilistiiist 
the ag;4i'aiidizenient of our ni'igliliors. 
They can hai illy prosper wiilioiil inijiart- 
ing to us a |)orlion of their prosperity. 
We do not fear their attacks. The world 
is wide cnuiigh for both of us, and we will 
not admit that we have any real iiilerost 
in keeping o continent a desert in order 
to iniorposo an obstacle between us and 
a possible enemy.
